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School governors deny serious problems

Governors have denied 
claims there are serious 
problems at a school where 
the head resigned suddenly 
last week. 

Sarah Mackintosh’s depar¬ 
ture from Rosebery School, 
in White Horse Drive, 
Epsom, on the last day of 
term caused shock and sur¬ 
prise to parents and pupils at 
the school. 

Parents were told on Friday 
via ParentMail, the school’s 
electronic communications 
system, that Ros Allen, the 
deputy headteacher was tak¬ 
ing over as acting head at the 
school, which has about 1,470 
pupils, without a permanent 
head until January. 

No reason has been given 
for Mrs Mackintosh’s sudden 
departure except that she 
has decided to “move on in 
her career” - but it is highly 
unusual for heads to give less 
than two terms’ notice. 

She did not even say good¬ 
bye to the girls at the suc¬ 
cessful school, which she has 
run for five years - fuelling 
widespread speculation as to 
the underlying cause. 

On Friday evening, John 
Strutt, chair of governors, 
said: “Sometimes people 
make decisions quickly and 


feel they need to act on them 
quickly. 

“She made a personal deci¬ 
sion to move on.” 

Governors have insisted 
they had no hand in her leav¬ 
ing and denied rumours the 
school is in financial difficul¬ 
ty, that staff were unhappy 
with her leadership style and 
that the number of teachers 
had been cut. 

Mrs Mackintosh received 
high praise in the school’s 
2013 Ofsted report for her 
“relentless determination to 
focus on continuous im¬ 
provement in the quality of 
teaching”. 

But the inspectors said “a 
period of significant change 
in senior leadership roles 
has meant that the pace of 
change has not been fast 
enough” and it warned that 
the senior leadership team 
needed to be strengthened 
“so that roles and responsi¬ 
bilities are manageable and 
can be sustained”. 

The school be¬ 
came an acade¬ 
my two years 
ago, giving the 
management 
team greater 
control over the 
school budget 
and teachers’ 
salaries and re¬ 
moving the local 
authority’s abili¬ 
ty to influence 


what happens there. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment last Friday, it emerged 
that Ms Allen had taken over 
the running of the school on 
March 14, but John Mitchell, 
vice-chair of governors, said 
this was only because Mrs 
Mackintosh suffered from a 
“severe migraine”. 

On Saturday the article was 
the fifth most read article 
on Newsquest’s websites 
around the country as par¬ 
ents and pupils shared it on 
Facebook. 

Two serving teachers at the 
school, who insisted on 
anonymity for fear of 
reprisals, and four former 
staff members are among 
those who have contacted the 
newspaper saying that the 
full story has not come out 
and explaining what they be¬ 
lieve has contributed to 
Mrs Mackintosh’s abrupt 
departure.

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Complaints about sports dome 
prompt school to revise plans

A school is understood to be 
revising its plans for a huge 
sports dome, running track, 
pavilion and astroturf pitches. 

It comes amid complaints 
that Epsom Council failed to 
consult widely enough over 
the plans submitted by Non¬ 
such High School for Girls in 
Ewell Road, Cheam. 

The proposed dome would 
cover three netball courts 
next to Warren Farm, grass¬ 
land and woods owned by 
conservation charity the 
Woodland Trust. 

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said: “It is under¬ 
stood that the applicants will 
be submitting revised plans. 

“The borough council will 


therefore re-consult by send¬ 
ing fresh letters and posting 
new site notices in different 
locations so that the propos¬ 
als will have been very well 
publicised, with a further 21 
days for people to comment.” 

Councillor Mary Burstow, 
who represents Cheam ward 
on Sutton Council, said she 
was dismayed by how poorly 
residents had been consulted 
by Epsom Council. 

Coun Burstow, who had 
concerns over traffic, said: 
“The council appeared to 
think that putting the 
mandatory public notifica¬ 
tion on a fence nobody could 
even reach, let alone read 
was acceptable. 

“They only sent letters to 
nine households on Ewell 
Road. There are no signs in 
Nonsuch Park, Warren Farm 
or Nonsuch Mansion House 


informing people of the ap¬ 
plication.” 

The council spokesman 
said: “Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council has complied 
with and exceeded the statu¬ 
tory requirements in terms of 
publicity for this application 
including letters delivered by 
hand to the residents likely to 
be most affected.” 

Resident Neill Denny, who 
lives in nearby Holmwood 
Road, said he had put up 
notices around Warren 
Farm with council contact 
details in case people want 
to object. 

He said Coun Burstow is 
justified in complaining that 
the formal planning notice 
was not put in a place where 
it was likely to be seen by 
many people. 

He said: “There seems to be 
a real sense that the Cheam 


side of the school, which is in 
London Borough of Sutton, 
has not been properly con¬ 
sulted or informed.” 

A naturalist and conserva¬ 
tion volunteers at Warren 
Farm commented on our 
website that they were wor- 
rried about the impact of 
light pollution on bats and 
urged people to help get the 
plans amended. 

Another person, who de¬ 
scribed the planned dome as 
an “ugly excrescence” said: 
“It would be nice to see some 
views on this proposal from 
people who actually live at 
addresses such as Ewell 
Road, Queen’s Acre, Anne 
Boleyn’s Walk, and other 
local roads, instead of people 
from far distant locations.”

Teachers ‘unhappy’ at top school

£4,000 to help dogs

A number of people al¬ 
leged that the school is in fi¬ 
nancial difficulties pointing 
to the school’s annual report 
for the year ending August 
31, 2013, which showed that 
the school spent £373,078 
more than its income. 

Mr Strutt said Govern¬ 
ment funding is being cut to 
schools in general, adding: 
“We are seeing less money 
coming in.” 

But Mr Mitchell said: “We 
are carrying forward sur¬ 
pluses in all years. There is 
no problems at Rosebery 
with finances. None at all.” 

A spokesman at the De¬ 
partment for Education 
said: “We don’t have any 
current financial concerns 
with Rosebery School.” 

Other people claimed that 
staff were unhappy that the 
number of teachers was 
being cut at the school. Ac¬ 
cording to the last gover¬ 
nor’s annual report for the 
year ending August 2013, the 
average monthly number of 
teachers had already fallen 
from 89 in 2012 to 81 in 2013, 
but support staff had in¬ 
creased from 40 to 51. 

But Mr Mitchell said staff 
numbers fluctuate all the 
time and said: “I can assure 
you we have not reduced 
staff in that period.” 

However, he confirmed re¬ 
ports that in the past few 
weeks staff have been asked 
to consider taking voluntary 
redundancy. 

He would not reveal how 
many staff they wanted to 
lose, but said it was a “very 
small number”. 

He said all schools review

their staffing structure and 
have to respond to financial 
pressures and Government 
curriculum changes. 

He said: “We do that regu¬ 
larly. Every school constant¬ 
ly sends out letters 
regarding the restructur¬ 
ing.” 

Nick Trier, from teachers’ 
union NASUWT, said this 
week: “The school has un¬ 
dertaken a couple of consul¬ 
tations on change to the 
staffing structure to make 
some savings.” 

One former teacher 
claimed a recent staff sur¬ 
vey showed a majority of 
staff had lost confidence in 
Mrs Mackintosh’s leader¬ 
ship, adding: “Staff morale 
is really, really low. It’s the 
best thing ever that she left, 
staff are elated.” 

But Mr Mitchell denied 
this, saying the governors 
had carried out a routine 
survey and the only con¬ 
cerns raised were over gen¬ 
eral operational matters, not 
the school leadership. 

He said: “Ninety-seven 
percent said they were ex¬ 
tremely proud to work at 
Rosebery. 

“We are a well managed 
school. We are going to con¬ 
tinue to get better and 
better.” 

Another former staff 
member told the Epsom 
Guardian: “I have friends 


among the long-serving staff 
who are unhappy and feel 
bypassed.” 

James Barnett, who taught 
at the school for three years 
until 2012, said he liked Mrs 
Mackintosh, but was not to¬ 
tally surprised she had gone, 
linking her departure to the 
school receiving a good, 
rather than an outstanding, 
rating at its Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion last year. 

He said: “Mrs Mackintosh 
is a victim of over-bearing 
pressure from above to be 
‘outstanding’ - pressure that 
is just not needed, in my 
opinion, because Rosebery is 
an outstanding school. 

“Mrs Mackintosh put a lot 
of pressure on the staff to 
perform at updated and, in 
my opinion, non-sustainable 
Ofsted teaching standards. 
This made her unpopular 
with some staff.” 

One of the teachers called 
for the resignation of both 
the chairman and vice- 
chairman of governors say¬ 
ing they needed to take 
responsibility for what has 
happened: “They have let 
the school down, they have 
let students down and they 
have let parents down. The 
whole thing is a flaming 
mess.” 

But Mr Mitchell said there 
was no responsibility for 
governors to take and no 
cover-up. Attempts were 
made to contact Mrs Mack¬ 
intosh to allow her to com¬ 
ment, without success. 

Rosebery has been praised 
as one of the top 100 
performing non-selective 
state funded schools in the 
country for two years in a 
row. 


Dog lovers have thanked gen¬ 
erous supporters who donated 
more than £4,000 in just a few 
days to save dogs on “death 
row” in Romania. 

Jennifer Gilbert, 36, from 
West Hill, Epsom, and Lisa 
Webster, 40, from Sherwood 
Park Road, Sutton, rescued 
dozens of dogs from appalling 
conditions in a shelter last 
month. 

A new law in Romania 
means stray dogs can be shot 
within two weeks of capture 
unless claimed. 

The women, together with 
Rachael Welch, are now bring¬ 
ing 28 dogs back to the UK. 

Since the article ran in our 
newspapers last week they 
have raised £4,350 towards the 
cost, but still need more 
money and people to take in 16 
dogs when they arrive on 
April 17. 


The women held a fundrais¬ 
er with live music and a raffle 
at Ye Olde Red Lion in Cheam 
on Saturday. A woman, who 
had read the article in the 
Epsom Guardian, donated 
£3,000 towards the £6,000 cost 
of creating a new shelter in 
Romania. 

Miss Gilbert said: “It has 
been amazing, a real surprise. 
It gives you a bit more faith in 
human nature. I must say the 
bigger donations were from 
the people who saw the article 
and actually turned up at the 
venue to support us. Amazing 
people and they really were 
interested in our work. 

“One lady donated £200 and 
another £100 and both were 
crying when they heard about 
the way Romanian govern¬ 
ment treats the animals.”

Greenbelt 

petition 

launched 

Campaigners have started a 
petition in a bid to safeguard 
the greenbelt from potential 
development. 

Conservative campaigner 
Daniel Race has started the 
petition that “supports 
Epsom and Mole Valley to 
reject any loss of greenbelt”. 

Mr Race raised concerns 
about redevelopments at the 
Royal Automobile Club in 
Woodcote Park, greenbelt 
land marketed by Dubai- 
based real estate agency 
Kings Land near Epsom 
Downs Racecourse and a 
consultation on greenbelt 
sites including Ashtead Park 
Garden Centre on the border 
with Epsom. 

He said: “If one greenbelt 
site is converted to residen¬ 
tial development, there is 
nothing to stop a domino ef¬ 
fect happening.” 

Michael Bedingfield, head 
of sales and marketing at the 
Royal Automobile Club, said 
there are no plans to build 
homes on the site although 
the club hopes to renovate a 
walled garden and derelict 
cottage. 

He said it is speaking to 
council planners about “how 
to make our property at 
Woodcote Park right for 
2014”, but declined to elabo¬ 
rate on exactly what this in¬ 
volved. 

Ashtead Community Vi¬ 
sion (ACV) has finished its 
public consultation on 10 
sites proposed by landown¬ 
ers for hundreds of homes 
including about 37 at the 
brownfield garden centre 
site. 

It will now submit the re¬ 
sults to Mole Valley District 
Council. 

Conservative County 
Councillor Tina Mountain 
said the proposed develop¬ 
ments at the garden centre 
and nearby areas would 
have a “horrendous” impact 
on Epsom if they became a 
reality. 

She said it would lead to: 
“Insufficient school places, 
congested roads, air pollu¬ 
tion, inadequate infrastruc¬ 
ture and more pressure on 
our hospital.”

A teenage boy’s jaw was bro¬ 
ken when he bravely tried to 
stop a gang harrassing two 
youngsters at a fair.

Police have praised the 
bravery of the good Samari¬ 
tans who attempted to stop a 
group of 15 males harassing 
either two girls or a boy and a 
girl at about 8.20pm. 

But the group turned on the 
three boys instead. 

In addition to the damage to 
the boy’s face the other two 
boys, aged 14 and 13, also re¬ 
ceived cuts and bruises in the 
assault. 

Detective Constable Karen 
Scholey from East Surrey 


CID praised the boys for their 
“bravery and courage” and 
appealed to anyone with any 
information to come forward. 

She said: “I need to trace 
the two people who were 
being harassed by the group 
prior to the assault. 

“I would like to stress that 
these two youngsters are not 
in any trouble but I believe 
they may hold vital informa¬ 
tion on the assault and would 
like to speak with them 
urgently. 


“The boys who intervened 
showed bravery and courage 
but as a result they suffered 
not only physical injuries but 
an experience which will no 
doubt stay with them for 
some time. 

“Therefore I urge anyone 
who can help with the inves¬ 
tigation to share information 
with police.”

“It is also important not to 
disclose details of planned 
trips or events which will 
keep you away from home for 
a period of time, to anyone 
that does not need to know.” 


Girls ‘distressed’ by

Car driver’s narrow escape after collision 
with lorry caught on shop CCTV recording 



A car driver had an amazing escape 
after being hit by a lorry and knocked 
across the central reservation only to 
come to rest safely between two parked 
cars. 

The extraordinary crash in Burgh 
Heath on Thursday, March 27, at 1.21pm 
was captured on CCTV and uploaded to 
YouTube. 

Marc, from electronics shop 21st Cen¬ 
tury Service in the Parade, Brighton 
Road, heard about the crash on his re¬ 
turn from holiday and checked the 
shop’s CCTV footage. 

He said: “It’s surprising no-one was 
hurt. It’s amazing how the car managed 
to park between the others.” 

The car was driving past the Shell 
garage in the northbound side of 
Brighton Road at the time of the crash. 
Fortunately, there was a lull in traffic on 
the southbound side. 

Dale Harris, from First Class Plumb¬ 
ing and Bathroom Supplies in the Pa¬ 
rade, said they heard the crash from 
inside the shop. 

Mr Harris said: “As the car bounced 
across the central reservation, her tyre 
came off the rim of the wheel so the 
metal was grinding on the road. 

“She was so lucky that when she went 
across the road, nothing was coming in 
the other way.

“It could have been carnage.” 

He said the lorry driver involved 
stopped and police did not need to be 
called. 

On coming out of his shop, he said: “It 
was just people talking, they were all 
alright.”

A reward of up to £3,000 is 
on offer in a bid to catch a 
robber who shot a shop 
assistant twice in the 
neck. 

Crimestoppers has of¬ 
fered the reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to the 
arrest and conviction of 
the person responsible for 
firing the airgun at the 
woman several times. 

The robber entered 
Vetry’s convenience store 
in East Street, Epsom, on 
Thursday, February 6, at 
8.45pm. The shop assis¬ 
tant, who is in her 30s, was 
shot twice and required 
treatment in hospital. 

After the attack her hus¬ 
band, Raj, told the Epsom 
Guardian: “She’s got terri¬ 
ble pain. She can’t drink 
or eat at the moment. She 
wakes up at night.”

Sid Parr, who owns 
Epsom Lodge B&B across 
the street, said he felt 
sorry for the family. 

He said: “If it had hit her 
eye it could have gone 
straight through to her 
brain. I’m not so much 
upset as angry. They are 
as good as gold.” 

Police said the robber 


was a white man of slim 
to medium build and 
about 5ft 7in. He wore 
dark cargo style trousers 
and a jacket. 

Angela Hollinshead, 
Crimestoppers area man¬ 
ager for Surrey, said: “We 
urgently need to find the 
person responsible for 
this crime as it was an ex¬ 
tremely violent robbery. 

“The police believe that 
there were a number of 
people in the area at the 
time, so we urge anyone 
with information to con¬ 
tact us anonymously, safe 
in the knowledge that 
their identity will not be 
revealed.”

Police are hunting a fat flash¬ 
er on a scooter who exposed 
himself to schoolgirls.

short facial hair. 

He wore a white V-neck T- 
shirt and beige chinos and 
the visor of his white helmet 
was up. 

Neighbourhood Sergeant 
Michael Hodder said: “This is 
an incident which left four 
schoolgirls very distressed. 

“As it was a busy time in 
the area, we believe many 
more people may have seen 
the suspect on his motorbike 
and would be able to help us 
with our enquires.”

New nursery ready 
to roll after opening

Cows are being brought in to 
create a “pastoral ambience” 
in a park and help conserve 
wildlife. 

But not everyone is happy 
about the plan to introduce 
the cattle at Nork Park, Nork. 

The move has provoked con¬ 
cern they will trample wild- 
flowers, leave a trail of cow 
pats and stop people and dogs 
from roaming free. 

Reigate and Banstead Coun¬ 
cil’s contractors were expect¬ 
ed to finish putting up fences 
and gates at the lower pad- 
dock of Nork Park by the end 
of last month in preparation 
for the cows. 

Half a dozen cows - docile 
breeds such as Sussex or 
Hereford Cross - will be put in 
the enclosure for about six 
weeks a year, part of it in the 
summer and then again in 
winter. 

Robin Davis, the council’s 
parks and countryside manag¬ 
er, said: “The practice of using 
grazing in this way actually 
supports wildlife, and that is 
why we are doing it. 

“Many species that have 


benefited from farming in the 
past suffered as farming prac¬ 
tices changed and habitats 
were lost.” 

He said the hay field will re¬ 
main as public open space but 
users should act responsibly 
and make sure dogs behave. 

He said: “We consider that 
the grazing will increase the 
interest of the park for every¬ 
body and will reintroduce the 


pastoral ambience of years 
gone by.” 

But Linda Warr, who used to 
live in Nork Way and still 
walks her dog in the park, 
said: “With no consultation, 
the fences are going up again 
and cattle are to be reintro¬ 
duced for spurious conserva¬ 
tion reasons. 

“This has happened on 
many previously open spaces. 


“But cattle do not conserve 
wildflowers. They eat them, 
trample them and mess on 
them.” 

Back in the late 1980s, Mrs 
Warr took part in a communi¬ 
ty campaign to save a farm, 
with an award-winning herd 
of white goats, at the park. 

She said: “Many years ago, 
despite vigorous protest, Mr 
Smith the farmer was thrown 
out. 

“One of the reasons given 
was that the area had been left 
to the council by the Colman 
family for the use of local 
people. 

“So, clearly, the area should 
not be subject to fences and 
farm animals. People have en¬ 
joyed the freedom to roam for 
decades now, with their chil¬ 
dren and dogs.” 

The Wildlife Trust advocates 
using cattle as “living lawn- 
mowers” because they often 
eat more dominant plant 
species, that gives other 
species a chance and increas¬ 
es biodiversity. 

The charity claimed tram¬ 
pling can be beneficial in mod¬ 
eration by creating open 
ground for seedlings and 
wildlife while dung creates a 
whole ecosystem in itself.

The number of cases of super¬ 
bug Clostridium difficile (C diff) 
at Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals has dropped dramatically 
in the past year thanks to effec¬ 
tive control measures by staff. 

There were 36 recorded cases 
by the end of February, com¬ 
pared to 71 the previous year - 
which makes it likely that by 
the end of the financial year, 
last month, the trust will have 
had significantly fewer cases 
than its C diff target of 47. 

This will be the first time it 
has ever hit the challenging tar¬ 
gets set by the Department of 
Health. 

Despite reducing the number 
of cases by 75 per cent in the 
previous four years, the trust 
was fined £3.6m for failing to hit 
its target in 2012-2013. 

C diff is a bacterial infection 
that usually affects the elderly 
who have taken antibiotics and 
is transmitted via contaminated 
surfaces. 

Its symptoms include high 
temperature, diarrhoea and 
stomach cramps and it can be 
life-threatening, particularly if 
the patient is already very ill. 

Control measures at the hos¬ 
pitals include identifying, iso¬ 
lating and testing patients;

Locked in van by robbery gang 


A gang of robbers locked 
a driver in his own deliv¬ 
ery van after stealing 
a large quantity of 
cigarettes.

Police believe up to four 
people, who may have 
been wearing high-visi¬ 
bility vests, were in¬ 
volved and are appealing 
for the public to help 
identify them. 

They are also interest¬ 
ed in information about a 
silver Renault Espace, 
which was parked behind 
the white van. 

Detective Constable 
Hannah Millyard said: 
“This was an unpleasant 
situation for the victim 


who, was afterwards, 
locked inside the rear of 
the vehicle for more than 
20 minutes until his 
shouts for help were 
heard. 

“We believe the inci¬ 
dent, particularly the 
part where the bags of 
cigarettes were loaded 
into a white van behind 
the delivery vehicle, was 
seen by a person in Chan¬ 
tilly Way who we would 
like to speak to.” 

A man from Thornton 
Heath was arrested on 
suspicion of robbery and 
has been bailed until May 
29. 


Fire in prison cell 


Firefighters were called 
out to a cell fire at a 
prison where serious con¬ 
cerns have been raised 
about the impact of staff 
cuts, reduced time out¬ 
side cells and parcel 
restrictions. 

Epsom firefighters re¬ 
sponded to a call to High 
Down prison, between 
Banstead and Sutton, at 
10.30am on Friday, but 
the fire was extinguished 
before the crew arrived.

Last year the trust introduced 
additional ward-based pharma¬ 
cists who review antibiotic pre¬ 
scribing and can challenge 
decisions by medical staff plus 
nurses who work alongside 
ward staff to ensure they take 
rapid and effective action as 
soon as patients start dis¬ 
playing symptoms of C diff. 

It also introduced a 
stricter antibiotic pre¬ 
scribing policy. 

The woman in 
charge of the battle 
to control infections 
in the trust is its 
chief nurse, Pippa 
Hart, who appears 
on a number of in¬ 
fection control 
posters across the 
hospitals. 

She said: “We 
are delighted to 
have seen a fur¬ 
ther reduction in 
the number of C 
diff infections 
in our hospi¬ 
tals, and 
will con¬ 
tinue to 
focus on 
this area 
to bring 
down that 


number even further. 

“Although we are proud of the 
progress we have made, we 
recognise that one hospital ac¬ 
quired infection is one too 
many, and are determined to 
continue to improve.” 

The final figures will not be 
confirmed until early next 
month.

After removing 1,500 tonnes of 
rubble and asphalt, an 85-acre 
nature reserve has been cre¬ 
ated near Epsom. 

Surrey Wildlife Trust 
(SWT) has transformed the 
abandoned playing fields, 
tennis courts and car parks 
at Priest Hill, off Banstead 
Road, Ewell, into a space for the 
benefit of wildlife and the local 
community. 

Developers, Combined Coun¬ 
ties Properties, funded the 
restoration work and the build¬ 
ing of a new house, complete 
with solar panels, swift boxes 
and a bat hotel as a base for 
SWT’s site manager. 

The site and house has been 
transferred to the trust in ad¬ 
vance of the developer building 
15 houses on adjacent land - a de¬ 
velopment that has secured the 
future of the reserve - and has 
now been designated a site of na¬ 
ture conservation importance. 

In 1998 the council turned down 
a plan to build a leisure complex 
there because it was on the 
greenbelt. 

Some of the removed rubble 
was used to create 15 reptile and 
amphibian hibernation sites. 

Chalk and areas of bare ground 
will also provide significant habi¬ 
tat for invertebrates and wild 
flowers, which in turn support 
many bird and butterfly species. 


Three ponds have been created 
to provide wetland habitat in 
sheltered areas of scrub on the 
southern boundary of the site. 

Many of the existing access 
paths and tracks have been re¬ 
tained and improved. 

Large mobility kissing gates 
have been installed that allow 
buggy and wheelchair access, 
but prevent motorbikes from 
entering. 

A few years ago the land was 
being illegally used by motorcy¬ 
clists and quad bikers, and police 
had to mount an operation to try 
to stop this. 

The trust’s Galloway cattle will 
graze the reserve during the au¬ 
tumn and winter months to con¬ 
trol dominant coarse grasses and 


encourage more delicate wild 
flowers to thrive. 

Steve Bolton, SWT project offi¬ 
cer, said: “The completed restor¬ 
ation work is just the start of 
this exciting project, which will 
introduce positive management 
to a site abandoned for years. 

“Grassland management will 
encourage wild flowers and but¬ 
terflies to thrive in addition to 
ground-nesting skylarks. 

“Wide tracks provide good all¬ 
year-round public access and 
great views across London.” 

The site is already open to the 
public, but there will be an offi¬ 
cial launch event on Sunday, 
June 8.

Rwandan genocide

A group of schoolchildren have 
made a film about the Rwandan 
genocide, including interviews 
with survivors, journalists and 
politicians, which they are send¬ 
ing to every secondary school in 
Britain. 

The 10 pupils from St John’s 
School in Epsom Road, Leather- 
head, were horrified by the mas¬ 
sacres when teacher Andy 
Lawrence showed them a few 
minutes of the DVD Hotel Rwan¬ 
da last September. 

After doing research, they were 
shocked to find that 80 per cent of 
young people have no knowledge 
of what happened. 

To mark the 20th anniversary 
of the start of the massacres, 
which was on Sunday, they 
decided to shoot their own film 
about what happened and send it, 
along with a book they have pro¬ 
duced, to all secondary schools to 
raise awareness. 

They hope We Remember 
Rwanda will be seen by one mil¬ 
lion young people - the number 
of Rwandans believed to have 
been slaughtered during the 100 
days of killing in 1994. 

They will also be sending a let¬ 
ter to Prime Minister David 
Cameron every day for the next 
100 days, asking him to work to 
ensure a similar tragedy never 
happens again. 

To create the film students 


interviewed survivors, journal¬ 
ists and politicians for their film 
on Rwanda, including Liliane, 
who was 15 when she witnessed 
her parents being murdered. 

She fled in terror and was 
initially hidden by a brave 
neighbour. 

She described the genocide as 
her “100 days of agony”. 

The pupils also recorded inter¬ 
views with journalists who re¬ 
ported from Rwanda at the 
time, including Channel 4 News 
international editor Lindsey 
Hilsum, Mark Austin from ITN 
News and Roger Hearing from 
BBC Radio 4. 

Former First Minister for Scot¬ 
land Lord McConnell of Glen- 
scorrodale and Justine Greening, 
Secretary of State for Interna¬ 
tional Development, also speak to 
the pupils about the genocide. 

BBC News anchor Fiona Bruce 
and comedian Harry Enfield 
both recorded readings of sur¬ 
vivors’ testimony, while actor 
Sam West narrated the film. 

Their efforts were the subject of 
a BBC school report. 

Mr Lawrence, who is assistant 
head at St John's, said: “The 
pupils have been simply superb. 

“Since last September they 
have given up their free time 
to get their project off the 
ground. 

“They are really committed to 
making sure that other young 
people know what happened in 
Rwanda in 1994. 

“I cannot praise their drive and 
compassion highly enough.”

Shedding light on 
Norway campaign

An 83-year-old author has pub¬ 
lished a new history of the failed 
Allied military efforts to defend 
Norway from the Nazis. 

Anthony Dix, grew up in a mili¬ 
tary family, hearing his grandfa¬ 
ther’s tales of Army life - the 
Ypres trenches and India - and, 
as a child saw his father set off to 
fight in World War II. 

His interest in military history 
sprang from these experiences, 
and he had always wanted to 
write about it. 

But before his book, The Nor¬ 
way Campaign and the Rise of 
Churchill 1940, would become a 
reality he would spend time as a 
soldier and a stockbroker, serv¬ 
ing as a Merton councillor and 
Justice of the Peace, as well as 
sitting on the board of visitors at 
Wandsworth prison. 

After finally retiring to Epsom 
10 years ago he started to delve 
into the history and impact of the 
military campaign which sent 
his father to Norway. 

Mr Dix said most people are 
“mystified” by the battle for Nor¬ 
way, which the Allies lost in just 
eight weeks, but he said “any 
serious-minded Englishman

ought to be interested in what 
happened in 1940.” 

The bloody nose Britain re¬ 
ceived from the Luftwaffe there 
was a key factor in the decision 
to create a coalition war cabinet 
in Britain and massively boost 
the size and power of the RAF. 

The lack of usable intelligence, 
partly caused by the telephone 
system in Southern Norway 
being quickly seized by the Ger¬ 


mans, meant Allied forces 
had to rely on informa¬ 
tion from journalists 
in Stockholm, who 
were also speculating 
about what the Allies 
would do in newspa¬ 
pers bought by the 
Germans. 

Months of planning, 
more automatic wea-pons 
and artillery, and a lack of prepa¬ 
ration by theNorwegian forces, 
were all factors in the German 
success. 

Mr Dix’s book aims to provide a 
balanced overview of this largely 
forgotten campaign, offering an 
exploration of the background 
politics alongside an in-depth 
discussion of military strategy 
and tactics. 

Dedicated to the author’s fa¬ 
ther, it is a labour of love, which 
Mr Dix spent a decade research¬ 
ing. The thoroughness of his re¬ 
search makes it a useful reso¬ 
urce for anyone wanting an 
introduction to this chapter 
of history. 

Mr Dix said: “An intelligent, 
bridge-playing commuter would 
enjoy it,” but he is particularly 
keen for young people to read it.

C aring for tens of thousands of 
stinging insects might not be the 
first thing you think of when 
you hear the word, “leisure”, 
writes Jon Sharman. 

But for hundreds the plea¬ 
sure of keeping bees, ob¬ 
serving their regimented 
behaviour and, of course, 
harvesting their honey, 
outweighs any minor 
discomforts. 

Humans began to brave the 
stings thousands of years ago, 
domesticating wild bees in hives 
made from straw and hollow logs. 

The ancient Egyptians were adept at 
the art, using smoke to pacify the bees 
and even burying pharaohs like Tu- 
tankhamun with pots of honey. 

And its popularity is on the rise with 
hives on the top of shopping centres, 
mosques and stately homes as animal 
lovers try to do their bit to give 
the species a boost. ^ *■*

Points to consider 
before big move 

Crucial questions to ask before you buy 


It might sound rather obvious but 
making sure your furniture will fit in 
your new home is just one the things 
it is important to consider when buy¬ 
ing a new property. 

Another point to take into account 
are which way does the house face - 
if it is south facing then the sun will 
help warm it. 

These are just a few of the tips from 
the National House Building Council 
which has come up with a list of tips 
for those moving. 

It says questions to ask include: 

• Condition of the site - is it tidy 
and well managed? Look out for 
NHBC Pride in the Job flags or site 
boards, as an award-winning site 
manager is a very good indication 
that your new home will be built with 
quality workmanship in mind. 

• Which way does the house face? 
- south facing windows can improve 
the energy efficiency of a home, be¬ 
cause solar energy warms the walls 
and floors of a building, but north 
facing windows offer a more consis¬ 
tent quality of light. 

• Timescales-when is the house 
likely to be completed and ready to 
move into? It is natural to want to 
move as quickly as possible but your 
chosen plot could be a few months 
from completion, especially if you are 
buying off-plan. 

• Personalisation - which areas of 
the house can you personalise to 
your own taste? In most cases, you 
will be able to choose the kitchen and 
bathroom finishes, but depending on 
the build stage you may also be able 
to reposition radiators or add electri¬ 
cal sockets. 

• Will my furniture fit ?-take 
measurements of large items such as 
beds, sofas and dining room tables, 
and then measure up the space in the 
show house to check that your be¬ 
longings will fit. It is also a good idea 
to see what storage is available 
for vacuum cleaners, etc. 

• Consumer Code for home 
builders - the code gives protec¬ 
tion and rights to purchasers of 
new homes. Ask to see a copy of 
the code, and make sure that you 
are protected during each stage of 



the buying process. 

• Energy efficiency - ask to see a copy 
of the home's Energy Performance Cer¬ 
tificate (EPC) as this will give you a good 
indication of how energy efficient the 
home is, and how much the utility bills 
are likely to cost. Ask if the home has 
been fitted with any renewable technolo¬ 
gies that may reduce bills even further. 

• Council tax banding - find out 
which council tax band the house will be 
allocated to, and what the current yearly 


charge is for that band. The sale price of 
the house may not necessarily be an ac¬ 
curate guide, as bandings are based on 
what a similar property would have been 
worth in 1991. 

• The wider community-check the 
full site plan to see where open spaces, 
parkland and play areas for children are 
planned, as well as new facilities such as 
schools, GP surgeries and local shops. 
This will give you a sense of how the 
community will develop over time. 


• Peace of mind through warranty 
cover - is the builder registered with 
NHBC? Check before you visit at 
www.nhbc.co.uk If the property is cov¬ 
ered by NHBC's ten-year Buildmark then 
you are covered even before the home is 
completed.

Trend to live 
like Waltons 


More of us expect to be living like the Waltons 
with three generations under one roof. 

That's according to estate agents Strutt & 
Parker which has just released the results of 
its Housing Futures survey looking at trends 
in the UK's housing market. 

It found that 10 per cent of the 1,000 people 
surveyed said they expect to be living as The 
Waltons in a multi-generational household in 
the next five years. According to the Office of 
National Statistics, the UK has more than 
500,000 households containing three genera¬ 
tions - an increase of 30 per cent. 

The report also found the vast majority of us 
want to live in a detached house (82.9 per 
cent) - only 8.3 per cent want to live in a flat. 
And housebuilders appear to have been get¬ 
ting it wrong. While they have been busy 
building two bedroom homes, most of those 
surveyed are looking for a four-bedroom. Sec¬ 
ond choice was a three-bedroom home and 
lastly a five-bedroom home. 

Ninety-five per cent also want outside space 
- whether it's a balcony, communal garden, or 
roof terrace for those living in London. 

In the country, people were more interested 
(again, in descending order): a small private 
garden, a large private garden over one acre, 
patio, conservatory or a terrace. Outstanding 
views of the countryside and over water were 
highly sought after. Walking distance was im¬ 
portant to many, with shops, public transport 
and amenities/culture being the top three 
most important things to have close by. 

Fifty per cent of respondents owned their 
home outright, and 65 per cent said they 
wouldn't have a mortage in five years time. 

Stephanie McMahon, head of research at 
Strutt & Parker, said: "Home buyers are not 
downsizing in the traditional way we expect to 
a smaller home with less land - instead they 
might be reducing the land element of a 
property but keeping a big house, or moving 
to a cheaper location to release capital and 
buying a larger home."

House prices have soared in London 
during the first three months of the 
year. 

That's according to the latest house 
price survey from Nationwide which 
says house prices in the capital were 
up 18 per cent year on year. 

Robert Gardner, Nationwide's chief 
# economist said: "Annual

"Prices in the capital are now 20 per 
cent above their 2007 peak, with the

£362,699.

Outside of London, the Outer 
Metropolitan area was again the 
strongest performing region, with an¬ 
nual price growth of 10.6 per cent, 
whilst the north continued to be the 
weakest English region,

System which brakes the vehicle 



Fiat’s re-interpretation of its iconic 
1960s 500 model met huge acclaim 
when it launched in 2007, writes 
Philip Shoulder. 

The 500C, launched in 2009, 
shares the chic retro looks of the 
hatch, but features a full length 
electrically retractable fabric roof. 

The design is faithful to the rear- 
engined 1950s original, in that it 
retains the roof pillars and although 
not a true convertible, it’s hard not 
to be impressed by this clever 
compromise. 

This sportier ‘S’ trim is denoted by 
larger 16 inch alloy wheels, satin 
chrome trim along with the body- 
coloured side skirts and spoiler. 

Inside there’s a skilful blend of 
retro looks and modern function¬ 
ality, with a sporty twist thanks to 
the chunky flat-bottomed steering 
wheel, red gear knob and 
embroidered logos on the bolstered 
sports seats. 

Otherwise it’s usual 500 fair: key 
focal points being the large main 
dial, incorporating speedometer, rev 
counter, fuel, and temperature 
gauges. Heater and stereo controls 


are positioned high on the dash, 
within easy reach of the driver. 

A good driving position is 
combined with comfortable 
supportive seats. Cabin is cosy but 
not cramped and there’s enough 
headroom for six-footers front and 
rear. At 185 litres seats up and 520 
litres seats down, the boot is well 
off class best and the aperture is a 
bit restricted. 

The Fiat 500 0.9 litre two- 
cylinderTwinAir certainly feels brisk, 
despite the modest performance 
figures (0-62 mph in 11 seconds 
and 107mph top speed). 


And it has incredibly low C02 
emissions of just 95g/km, along 
with 70.6 mpg fuel economy 
(combined cycle), although expect 
real-world figures to be nearer the 
45 mpg mark. 

The 500S strikes an appealing 
balance of sportiness and comfort; 
bigger wheels, slightly firmer 
suspension and chunkier steering 
wheel all add up to make this 500 
more engaging on a twisty B-road. 

Verdict: Although not without its 
flaws, the 500S Convertible has 
personality and desirability in 
spades.
